To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Cardiff  Education 

Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  Eighth  Annual 
Report  upon  the  Medical  and  Sanitary  Supervision  of  the  Schools 
under  your  control,  including  an  account  of  the  medical  inspection 
and  treatment  of  children  attending  the  Public  Elementary  Schools 
in  the  City  of  Cardiff  during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1916. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  Circular  No.  974 
issued  by  the  Board  of  Education  my  Report  is  considerably 
reduced  in  volume. 

A grant  of  £847  4s.  lOd.  was  received  from  the  Board  of 
Education  for  medical  inspection  for  the  financial  year  ended 
March  31st,  1916. 

There  are  thirty-seven  Public  Elementary  Schools  in  the  City, 
with  accommodation  for  33,302  scholars.  The  average  attendance 
from  October,  1915,  to  September,  1916,  was  28,035. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  ARRANGEMENTS. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  acts  as  School  Medical  Officer, 
and  is  directly  responsible  to  the  Education  Committee,  having 
two  Assistant  Medical  Officers,  who  also  act  as  Assistants  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  The  clerical  work  relating  to  medical 
inspection  and  treatment  is  carried  out  by  clerks  in  the  office  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers 
and  the  School  Nurses  have  office  accommodation  in  the  Public 
Health  Department.  The  two  services  are  therefore  in  close 
association,  and  form,  in  fact,  one  organization. 
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Dr.  A.  F.  Bernard  Shaw,  who  was  appointed  in  October,  1912, 
and  Dr.  Emilie  C.  Greaser,  who  was  appointed  in  January,  1914, 
act  as  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers,  and  also  undertake  certain 
duties  in  connection  with  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Dr.  Shaw  has  been  absent  on  Military  Service  since  August, 
1914.  Dr.  Erie  Evans  has  undertaken  part-time  duties  as  tem- 
porary Assistant  School  Medical  Officer. 

There  are  five  School  Nurses  on  the  permanent  Staff,  two  of 
whom,  during  the  year,  were  absent  on  Military  duties,  and  their 
places  were  taken  by  two  temporary  School  Nurses. 

Two  Nurses  assist  in  the  routine  and  special  inspection  of 
children.  One  Nurse  devotes  the  whole  of  her  time  to  duties  in 
connection  with  the  School  Clinic.  One  Nurse  is  responsible  for 
the  “following  up  ” of  cases  and  she  is  assisted,  whenever  possible, 
by  some  of  the  other  Nurses.  The  Nurses  help  at  the  Clinic  on 
the  days  when  operations  are  performed  for  tonsils  and  adenoids  , 
and  when  the  Dentist  is  in  attendance,  and  also  in  the  treatment  - 
of  minor  ailments. 

An  arrangement  has  been  made  by  the  Education  Committee 
with  the  Queen  .Victoria  Jubilee  Nurses’  Institute  for  their  Nurses 
to  assist  in  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments  by  visiting  the  children 
in  their  homes  and  carrying  out  the  treatment  advised  at  the  Clinic. 
The  Cardiff  Education  Committee  contribute  £30  a year  to  the 
Nurses’  Institute  for  services  rendered  in  connection  with  tliis 
work. 


SCHOOL  CLINIC.  ^ 

Ophthalmic  Department. — This  work  is  undertaken  by  an 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon — Dr.  Leighton  Davies — who  devotes  one  half- 
day a week  to  treatment  of  diseases  of  the  eyes  and  defective 
vision. 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Department. — A Specialist  attends  one 
half-day  a week  for  treatment  of  diseases  of  the  ear,  nose  and 
throat  (chiefly  tonsils  and  adenoids).  Dr.  Wade  was  appointed  to 
fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death  on  Military  Service  of  Dr.  A. 
L.  Thornley. 
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Dental  Clinic. — The  Dentist — Mr.  C.  J.  Hurry  Riches — visits 
the  schools  one  session  weekly  to  examine  children  between  the  ages 
of  6 and  8.  The  parents  of  children  requiring  treatment  are 
notified  and  if  suitable  cases,  those  who  apply  are  treated  by  him 
at  the  Clinic  and  such  other  cases  as  are  specially  recommended 
by  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers.  He  attends  at  the  Clinic  one 
half-day  a week  to  carry  out  treatment. 

Dr.  Erie  Evans  was  appointed  to  give  anaesthetics  at  the 
Dental  and  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinics. 

Minor  Ailments. — The  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  including 
ringworm,  scabies  and  common  skin  diseases,  is  supervised  by  the 
Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  on  two  half-days  a week.  The 
School  Nurses  and  Queen’s  Nurses  give  valuable  assistance  in 
carrying  out  at  the  homes  of  the  children  the  treatment  prescribed. 

CLEANSING  STATION. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  children  treated  at  the  Cleansing 
Station  bv  the  Nurses  amounted  to  26,  of  these  2 were  in  a 
verminous  condition  and  24  suffered  from  scabies.  The  children’s 
bedding  and  clothes  were  disinfected  and  the  rooms  occupied  by 
them  were  also  cleansed  by  the  Officers  of  the  Sanitary  Authority.

Action  Taken  with  a view  to  Detecting  and  Preventing  the 
Spread  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

This  work  is  closely  associated  with  the  ordinary  administration 
in  the  Department  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Notices  are 
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sent  to  the  Teachers  immediately  after  the  receipt  of  a notification 
from  a medical  practitioner  that  a child  is  suffering  from  an 
infectious  disease,  and  printed  instructions  are  given  to  the  parent 
concerned. 

Information  received  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  relating  to 
non-notifiable  diseases,  viz.  : — whooping  cough,  chicken-pox,  etc.,, 
is,  of  course,  incomplete,  although  the  majority  of  cases  amongst 
school  children  are  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  by  Head  Teachers, 
upon  forms  supplied  to  them.  The  Assistant  Medical  Officers, 
School  Nurses,  Health  Visitors,  and  School  Attendance  Officers, 
also  at  times  give  information  of  such  cases.  Children  found  to  be 
actually  suffering  from  infectious  disease  are,  of  course,  excluded 
from  school  until  they  are  considered  to  be  free  from  infection. 

Children  residing  in  houses  in  which  there  is  infectious  disease, 
but  who  are  not  themselves  suffering  from  such  illness,  are  dealt 
with  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  referred  to. 

It  has  been  found  necessary  to  examine  cases  of  ringworm  very 
carefully  before  re-admission.

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MENTAL  DEFICIENCY  ACT,  1913. 

During  the  year  21  children  were  examined  and  dealt  with 
under  this  Act. 

Fourteen  of  these  children  were  certified  as  “ not  incapable  by 
reason  of  mental  defect,  of  receiving  benefit  from  the  instruction 
in  an  ordinary  Public  Elementary  School.” 

Five  children  were  certified  as  “ feeble  minded  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Act,  but  not  incapable  by  reason  of  mental  defect 
of  receiving  benefit  from  instruction  in  a Special  School  or  Class.” 
These  five  children  were  recommended  for  admission  to  Virgil 
Street  School  for  Mentally  Defectives. 

One  child  was  certified  as  “ incapable,  by  reason  of  mental 
defect,  of  receiving  benefit  from  instruction  in  a special  school  or 
class  under  the  Elementary  Education  (Defective  and  Epileptic 
Children’s  xA.ct,  1899).”  This  case  was  notified  to  the  Local 
Authority  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act,  1913. 

One  child  AA-hp  Av^as  attending  the  Special  School  was  incapable 
of  receiving  benefit  from  further  instruction  at  that  School.  This 
case  Avas  reported  to  the  Local  Authority. 

Special  School  for  Mentally  Defective  Children 

(Virgil  Street). 

Medical  inspection  was  carried  out  twice  during  the  year. 

A book  is  kept  for  each  child  containing  an  account  of  his  or 
her  family  and  personal  history,  medical  examinations,  and  educa- 
tional progress. 

The  number  of  children  examined  during  the  year  was  35 — 
including  22  boys  and  13  girls.

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Medical  Inspection  and  Juvenile  Employment. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  by  which  the  results  of  the 
medical  inspection  of  children  leaving  school  are  supplied  to  the 
J uvenile  Employment  (Education)  Officer.  The  height  and  weight, 
and  particulars  as  to  eye-sight  and  hearing  of  every  leaver  are 
given,  and  in  cases  of  other  defective  physical  conditions,  such 
information  is  also  supplied.  In . many  cases  special  medical 
examinations  of  children  are  made  on  the  request  of  the  Juvenile 
Employment  Officer. 

Medical  Examination  of  Teachers. 

The  Medical  examination  of  newly  appointed  teachers  was 
carried  out  by  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officers  upon  instruc- 
tions from  the  Education  Committee.  During  the  year  1916,  72 
teachers  were  examined,  and  12  re-examinations  made.  Fifty- 
seven  pupil  teachers  were  examined  and  9 re-examined.
